HEN I was a young man in high school, 1 

played halfback on the football team until 
an injury terminated my usefulness in that direction. 
On that team was a young man of great physical 
strength and good intellect, who played brilliantly. 
He had football "sense." Before his first year on 
the team had reached the middle of the schedule, his 
name was in every local paper and whiskered pro- 
phets of the country side were predicting a great 
football career for him, and rather naturally, these 
things went to his head. 

The coach was a local boy who had made good 
on the Ursinus football team and devoted his leisure 
hours to training, without salary of course, this squad 
of high school boys. He was more than а football 
coach for into all his contacts with the boys he in- 
volved matters of character building and career 
guidance. That was in the good old days before 
cheer-leaders and referees got to be more important 
than the three R's. 

Before long the coach noted that my friend Bob 
was devouring items appearing about him in the 
paper and that he was getting quite cocky and al- 
most considering himself far beyond the rest of his 
associates on the team. 

One Saturday afternoon, accordingly, with our 
team facing a good squad, though not with a record 
anywhere near ours, at the end of the half we 
found ourselves two touchdowns behind and this to 
the amazement of everyone except two or three boys 
on the team who were in on the strategy. When Bob 
came in at half time, he complained to the coach that 
he couldn't get interference or blocking where it was 
needed and that he was thoroughly disgusted with 
his performance. Furthermore why had the coach 
put in the line some of the poorest players in the 
school? The coach's immediate answer was, “Bob, 
it’s high time that you had your lesson. You have 
been developing the notion that you were the whole 
team simply because it was you who generally had 
the long runs and scored the touchdowns. In your 
mind it was your prowess and brains that had swept 
the team to its former victories, but look what hap- 
pened today. In this first half you accomplished 
nothing, and I'll tell you why. You have to relearn 
the meaning of team work. It was the tacklers and 
the blockers, not just you alone, who made your 
progress possible. Today you had third rate 
tacklers, third rate blockers, third rate associates 
everywhere, and I hope it has been a sufficient lesson 
for you to know that no matter how good a football 
player is, he Just can't play eleven positions at one 
time. He has to know the spirit of cooperation and 
coordination! Now, in this second half, I’m putting

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EDITORIALLY SPEAKING 


The accomplishments of a school are measured 
in terms of the pride of each individual who attends 
that school. For if each student does not have per- 
sonal pride, there certainly can be no tendency to- 
ward achievement. Our school, although small, re- 
presents a cross section of American Pharmacy and 
American Science. However, our school unlike the 
typical American school has lost something, not 
academically, but certainly morally in the sense that 
the cooperative support of school activities is being 
sadly neglected by many individuals. 

Attendance at school assemblies has been recog- 
nized as the exception and not the rule, and yet at 
these assemblies Pharmacy students and Science 
students have their opportunity to show their pride 
in the school and the profession which they have 
chosen. At these assemblies men who are promi- 
nent and successful have been presented not to speak 
to the faculty, but to reach the young men and 
women who some day will replace them in the leader- 
ship of their respective professions. It is not a mat- 
ter for the school authorities to make attendance at 
assemblies compulsory, but rather individual interest 
and an earnest desire to hear those who are at the 
top of a ladder which should attract every student. 

Another phase of school pride or school spirit is 
demonstrated by the attendance at school social and 
sports functions. A man can not live in a shell; he 
must learn to meet his fellowmen on equal footing, 
and certainly here at college it is just as essential to 
be able to make social contacts as well as intellectual 
contacts. The excuse has been offered that studies 
prevent students from attending school functions 
during the weekdays, but how many students can 
truthfully say that there is not one night in which 
they don’t in some way waste two hours of their 
time listening to the radio, watching television, go- 
ing to the movies, or just sleeping? With the caliber 
of the students attending this college, it is unheard 
of that a man or woman can’t devote one night a 
week or two hours in a night to attending a club 
meeting, dance, intramural or varsity basketball 
game, or to a lecture of significance. We are all in 
the prime of life now; and although many of the 
friendships established here at college are rather 
transient in nature, a man who does not associate 
with people now, will certainly find it difficult in the 
future to surround himself with a sphere of friends. 

At a recent meeting of the student council a plan 
was proposed to alter the manner of selecting class 
officers as it was felt that certain groups could by 
pooling their votes "swing" election of candidates 
whom they had previously selected. This certainly 
is not a reflection upon the groups involved IF such 
was the case, but rather it is a reflection upon the 
student body as a whole; for a survey of the distri- 
bution of members of the various fraternal and re- 
ligious groups represented on our campus reveals 


that no two and in most cases no three groups could 
possibly garner a majority of the votes in any class. 
They could not possibly "swimg" an election unless 
there was such disinterest of the student body as to 
make such a plan feasible. To express one's opinion 
in the form of a ballot is the American way, and if 
one does not vote in class elections or votes along 
partisan lines because of race, color, or religion now, 
what indication is there that he will change in the 
future in regard to public officials who are elected by 
popular vote. 

We on the Scope staff earnestly believe that with 
a change of attitude on the part of many students 
and with increased participation in school activities 
and functions a subsequent rise in school spirit and 
achievement would result. The opportunities are 
here; the rest is up to the students as individuals. 
Remember school spirit is just a manifestation of 
personal pride.

T HE Philadelphia College of Pharmacy and 

Science was founded by a group of righteously 
rebelious Quakers; due to the actions of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania in advertising that they would 
train only those men who were already practicing 
pharmacists or apothecaries in order that they could 
obtain degrees. 

Showing great prudence, foresight and wisdom, 
these men had the college chartered on February 23, 
1821, in Carpenters’ Hall as a non-profit organiza- 
tion, without state or federal aid, and free from 
political pressure. These same men were also instru- 
mental in assisting to establish the Philadelphia 
Academy of Natural Science, the Franklin Institute, 
Haverford College, and other schools of higher 
learning. 

The school first began as a Pharmacy College 
(College of Apothecaries) only but later as the 
needs arose branched off into the related sciences. 
At present the college is nationally accredited and 
offers a Bachelor of Science degree in four major 
fields: Pharmacy, Chemistry, Biology, and Bacter- 
iology plus post-graduate work in all divisions but 
Chemistry. The college enjoys the prestige of rank- 
ing among the top in the nation’s best equipped 
schools. The textbooks used are also the latest, most 
advantageous and serviceable available, many being 
edited by the staff of the College. 

The teaching staff is composed of over eighty of 
well qualified, leading men and women of their fields. 
These teachers are abreast of the latest develop- 
ments and techniques; and often hold important 
assignments as consultants for the large drug and 
other concerns. Some of the teachers serve on the 
state and national pharmacy councils. Eminent 
among these is Professor Emeritus E. F. Cook 
whose services in connection with the Pharmacopoeia 
and the Remington's Practice of Pharmacy have 
been invaluable. 

Dr. Arthur Osol is editor of the United States 
Dispensatory, and associate editor of Gould's Med- 
ical Dictionary. 

Professor Tice is editor of the American Journal 
of Pharmacy which, since 1825, has been a record 
of the progress of Pharmacy and the allied sciences. 

Education in the fullest sense of the word means 
much more than many people realize. It is possibly 
the most defined word to be found. Philosophers 
and statesmen, teachers and students all have their 
own ideas on both the definitions and methods of 
education. The Philadelphia College of Pharmacy 


and Science has through all its diversified programs 
covered every phase of education and has succeeded 
under difficulty to uphold the rigid standards dating 
from the origin of the school. So no matter what 
definition you hold for education P.C.P.S. will ex- 
emplify it. 

The students should be justly proud of their 
school. But the school also should be proud of its 
alumni scattered far and wide who are a living 
example of what a vital part the college creed and 
the high standards set up by the College play. 

The courses leading to a Bachelor's degree are 
four years and are arranged so that the student re- 
ceives not only the essentials of his particular field 
but also other subjects are introduced to give the 
students a liberal or well rounded education as a 
more fitting preparation for his future. 

The College has striven to inspire its students 
with a broad view and an understanding of proper 
moral development in order that his conduct func- 
tions as the able servant of an educated mind. 

In connection with the students’ work there are 
several scientific organizations such as Alpha Sigma, 
Beta Sigma, the Natural Science Society, the Bac- 
teriological Society, and the Student's Branch of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, which infuse 
the students with more incentive in their studies and 
in their professional ideals. 

The College library is another source of excellent 
material for students and it has proven itself to be 
a preeminent asset to all. The health program is 
another feature of the College syllabus from which 
students obtain inestimable advantages.

CORTISONE and ACTH 

Newspapers all over the world have borne scream- 
ing headlines lately about these two wonder drugs. 
The public glee has had a serious jolt though where 
the question of the supply of the medicinals was con- 
cerned, and a modest estimate is that their general 
availability will only be possible in a few years. 
Cortisone, or Compound E, or Antirheumatic Sub- 
stance X, was first extracted from the cortex of the 
suprarenal glands of cattle. Synthesis requires a 
basic agent, desoscycholic acid, which can only be 
obtained in the minutest quantities from large 
amounts of ox-bile. Attention is now directed to the 
seed of Strophantus sarmentosus a rare African 
vine, to jervine, an alkaloid found in Veratrum 
viride, and to the Discora plant, or tropical yam, as 
suitable starting material in the synthesis of the hor- 
mone, is obtained from the pituitary of hogs. It, 
too, is very sparse. Although both Cortisone and 
ACTH offer relief in rheumatoid arthritis, and may 
be of other therapeutic use as adjuncts, their action 
is merely palliative, and relapses occur upon cessa- 
tion of injections. The cure for arthritis remains 
to be found.

CYBERNETICS and INSTRUMENTATION 


Stubborn problems in mathematics are easily 
solved by giant computers, or “electronic brains," 
the construction of which is under way in the United 
States, Britain, Holland, Sweden, and Germany. In 
many other ways, scientists are attempting to dupli- 
cate biological equilibria by delicate and complex 
mechanical systems. The latest endeavor in this 
field is reported from Israel, where chemists and 
engineers at the famous Weizmann Institute of 
Science are working on a machine that will run on 
chemical reactions similar to those of the living cell. 
The Israelis have developed a synthetic rubber com- 
pound which, like living muscle, is composed of long 
chained, high-polymer molecule. This substance ex- 
pands in acid and contracts in alkali. By immersing 
the muscle-like material in an aqueous medium, the 
chemical balance of which is rapidly and alternately 
made acid and alkaline a rod attached to sheaths of 
the compound would move back and forth like a 
piston. Such, very simply, is the gist of the scheme. 
If that works, the biological engine will be a reality.

BOOK of the DAY: LEST WE FORGET. 


It is this writer’s impression that either the mem- 
bers of the so-called ‘“‘denazification” courts have 
deteriorating memories, or public opinion is losing 
its grip in seeing that justice be brought about. The 
trials of individuals who have committed the most 


monstrous crimes against mankind have developed 
into farces in which the fantastic phrase of “lack 
of evidence" is injected freely. It is perhaps unfor- 
tunate, therefore, that such a book as Doctors of 
Infamy ( ($3.00) Schuman, New York) should not 
have appeared earlier. In this slim volume, written 
significantly enough by two Germans, is a page-by- 
page testimony of the Nazi medical sadism, and of 
the depths of depravity to which medicine was al- 
lowed to sink in such horror camps as Buchenwald, 
Dachau, and Treblinka. Its message is an urgent 
plea against the divorce of Science from moral codes 
—-a message of utmost importance in times as these 
when atomic and bacteriological warfare are talked 
of in glib fashion.

VIRUS GHOSTS 


A University of Pennsylvania professor has an- 
nounced a new type of viricidal agent which can be 
employed to destroy bacteriophages, those viruses 
which attack bacteria. This agent he has named 
“osmotic shock,” and it involves the rapid dilution 
with water, ethylene glycol, glycerol, glucose or 
sucrose of those solutions in which the viruses are 
vegetating. The result is that the contents of the 
virus are apparently dissolved, and only the empty 
membrane which surrounds it remains intact. Be- 
cause of their appearance, as seen by means of the 
electron microscope, these empty envelopes have 
been given the name of “virus ghosts."

TEST TUBE TOMATOES 


Although isolated stems, roots and seed embryos 
have long been grown detached from the mother 
plant, this is the first time that flowers fed on syn- 
thetic nutrients have developed into ripe fruits. The 
successful experiment was performed in the biology 
laboratories at the California Institute of Technol- 
ogy. Tomato flowers of the San Jose variety were 
cut from the plant, sterilized with calcium hypo- 
chlorite, and grown in glass flasks containing min- 
eral salts, sugar, Vitamin B, the amino acid cystine, 
and sterile juice from green or red tomatoes. Fur- 
ther research is being undertaken to improve the 


product.

WATER REPELLENT SOILS 


A report in the Journal Science attributes the soil 
condition of the Florida citrus groves to the forma- 
tion of an hard soap from the combination of mag- 
nesium present in fertilizer and of the undetermined 
fatty acid found in the soil. Even after prolonged 
rainfall the soil remains dry as in conditions of 
drought, and since citrus trees require moderately

large amounts of water the result has been a consid- 
erable decrease in the yield of the various fruits. 
The situation not only presents a veritable economic 
problem to the fruit-growers, but baffles agricultural 
chemists who point out that although water-repel- 
lency may be traced to the magnesium, this element 
is lacking in the soil, and it is needed by the fruit 
trees for proper development.

CONNECTING NERVE STUMPS 


At the International Congress on Otolaryngology 
held in London this year, a method was described 
to repair severed nerve ends by means of casts made 
of coagulated blood. The nerve stumps are sutured 
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with very fine stitches, and then placed in a flexible 
mold in which some of the patient's own plasma 15 
poured. When the blood solidifies, the mold is re- 
moved, leaving the nerve ends encased in solid 
plasma. This knitting together of severed nerves 
has been found particularly effective in patients 
whose facial nerves have been cut in accidents or 
injured through the formation of tumors.
